5. Tke* method of preparing a composition of matter that is 
useful for the treatment of killing microorganisms and human skin 
diseases, comprising the steps of: 

(a) ' preparing a sulfuric acid of 98 percent purity in 

a first container; 
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(b) heating distilled water in a ratio of twice the 
volume of said sulfuric acid in a separate container to at 
least 140°F; 

(c) mixing ammonium sulfate in said heated water in a 
ratio of 2.77 lbs. per gallon of water; 

(d) simultaneously combining the mixture of sulfuric
